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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

Applicants' counsel notes with appreciation the Notice of Allowability 
mailed on September 22, 2006. In the Examiner's Statement for Reasons for 
Allowance, it appears to be suggested that claims 147, 167 and 187 recite that "the 
tissue support is formed from a material that is resistant to the solvents and chemicals 
to . . . stain tissue." In fact, however, these three claims state that the support is 
resistant to degradation from "solvents and chemicals used to fix and process the tissue 
sample during a histologic procedure" and are silent as to whether the support is

resistant to degradation from solvents and chemicals used to stain tissue. This 
discrepancy between the actual claim language and the Examiner's reasons for 
allowance does not appear to have any substantive effect on the allowability of these 
three claims. The discrepancy is pointed out merely to make it clear on the record that 
these three claims do not require that the support be resistant to the solvents and 
chemicals used to stain tissue. If the Examiner is in disagreement with this clarification, 
he is respectfully requested to contact Applicants' undersigned counsel. 

Applicants do not believe that any fees are due in connection with this 
submission.
